Although they finished 
with a less than stellar record of 2 
and 12, the team often ended just 
short in many of their matches, 
losing by one match. 

There were, however, a few 
bright spots for the team. For 
example, two players — Justin 
Nigro and Matt Santill — 
advanced in sectionals on May 10. 
"Sectionals were a learning 
experience for all of us. I can't 
wait to see how we do next year," 
said Santill. 


Another bright spot for the 
team was that it would remain 
relatively intact for future seasons. 
Having only one senior on the 
team— first-year player Shawn P. 
Miller— was unsual. Nevertheless, 
though the team was young, they 
fared well against the tough 
veteran competition in the NEC. 

"It was fun; I wish I had 
played the other three years also," 
said Miller. 

"This team came in 
inexperienced, and at the end of 
the season we were all much more 
confident with our abilities," said 
Nigro. -Liz Goudge

"Are We There Yet?/ 7 the 2000 Mariner Millennium yearbook, was 
printed by Herff/Jones Yearbooks in Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. Press run 
was nearly 300 copies for Volume 88. Mark Potteiger served as sales 
representative. The cover and theme were chosen at a summer workshop in 
Marion, Indiana. The cover photo was taken by Ms. Terri Tisch (Sara's aunt) 
and printed in full color Permacote on a Vista Litho cover with gloss 
lamination. The text paper was 80 bound Bordeaux. All color pages were 
featured in two flats of full cover. 

The body text font was Bell Gothic, captions were Arial and folios 
were in Reindeer. Headline fonts included Albertus Medium, Bodoni Bold 
Condensed, Architecture and AGaramond Bold. 

Yearbooks were sold for $40 until Nov. 23, and $45 until the end of 
the school year. The staff sold approximately $8,000 in advertising. That, 


along with book sales, financed the publication. 

Special thanks to Annette Cevera and Olga Guerra (Ben Rich's 
grandmother and great grandmother) for the loan of the 1920, 1921 and 
1931 Mariner yearbooks, Barbian Studios for film and photos, City Engineer 
Joe Perry for the maps featured on the endsheets, Matt Lynagh for his 
wrestling copy and all his help, Chris DeCamillo for his photography and 
video camera, Charles Kachersky, our technical savior, for all of the times he 
revived our computers and created our PowerPoint advertisements. Finally 
the Mariner staff would like to thank Charlie Jones, Martha Miller, Myrtle 
Wetherbee and rest of Harbor's custodial staff for unlocking doors, cleaning 
around us and providing some much needed comic relief on those late 
nights in Room 24.
